A few iBsuos bask wo gavo a brief 
BUtnmary of tbo llovonuo and Expon* 
dituro of tho local government of 
British Columbia on tho terms pro- 
posed by tho Yale Convention.

tion would havo a Surplus of $200,919, 
instead of no Surplus at all, as at 
present, and thon bo adds that Canada 
-would have a Surplus ot $161,900 bo~ 
Bides, Thus by Coniodoration there 
•would bo tho nioo littlo sum of $362,.. 
819 to divide between Canada and 
British Columbia — notwithstanding 
tho fact that wo havo not a dime at 
presont with which to reconstruct tbo 
burnt bridges on the S.ianieh road. 
Confederation, on "Sirius' >' own show- 
ing, would not be so bad a bargain 
after all— would ft ? But to the ques-

On motion the 
report was adopted with the understanding 
that the recommei dutious suggested, be pui 
in force without delay. 

The Major rtquosted that the Sanitary 
Cotnmistiiouera take immediate action in 
eummoning such persons as had been noti- 
fied under the provisions of the Sanitary by- 
law, to cleanse their respective premises 
lately occupied by Indians, sod who had 
failed to comply. 

Councillor Gibbs moved that the third in- 
' etalment ol outstanding indebtedness by the 
Coiporalion, be paid out of the liisl available 
funds Carried. 

The Council then adjourned until seven 
o'clock, p. m, Wodncsday. 

From tile North. 



Fmal pox Rbmkot. — The small-pox 
remedy which cured three thousand cases in 
Rugland, taken in all stages ol the diseaso, 
is so simple that it cannot be too widely dii- 
sorr.inated:— '■ Tuke Crenm ot Tartar three- 
fouthe (}£) of an ounce; Rhubarb twelve 
(12) grains ; cold water one (1) pin*. The 
dose is from a quarter (j^) to half (%) a 
pint. In severe cases a half (>i) pintBhould 
be administered. In cases characterized by 
delirium, great benefit has been obtained by 
applyirg a botilo of hot water to the feet. 
Plenty ol fresh air is important, and an out- 
door airing at the earliest period practicable, 
is reoommended. When taken in the earliest 
stage of eruption, it is arrested and sup- 
puration prevented without any injurious ro- 
buIis. The mixture should be well stirred or 
Bbakeo before administering it." 

Small-pox — The Municipal Sanitary Com- 
mission yesterday thoroughly inspected the 
infected portions of the city; they found nine 
cases, six of which were amongst the Indians. 
A number of notices havo been served, 
ordering whitewashing and the burning of 
clothing in 6Uspooted indian premises. They 
have also arrangod lor the reception of all 
small-pox patients, indians or others, who 
may noed assistance, and all cases reported 
to tho Clerk of the City Council, will be 
forthwith removed beyond the Municipal 
limits, to a place already prepared on the 
Reserve. 

From Stickeen.— There is not much news 
from this section. Seven miners bad return- 
ed to the mouth of tho river to winter, Siev- 
ing during the summer been i50 miles np. 
They report having made 85 a-duy, but 
found nothing big. Captain Smith, of the 
American garrison at Stickeen, is putting up 
oomfortable quarters for the troops, and the 
fort to bo erected will soon be commenoed. 
The Indians north are qaietly disposed. Thore 
have been some cases of small-pox amongst 
sotno ot tho tribes. 



The steamer Ottor arrived from the North 
yesterday afternocn. On her way, Bhe 
touched at Nanaimo, Comox, Fort Rupert, 
Be'la Bella and Fort Simpson. Sie landed 
the mail at Tongats and arrived ol Sitka on 
the 12th Sept ; left again on the 15th. The 
ateamer Alexandra, with Gen Davis and 
staff on board, left tbo same afternoon for the 
northern coast; the schoo- er Jubn Bright 
left tha Barue day for San Francisco with the 
U S mails, and the schooner Norwestar, on a 
«tradiag trip up tho coast. The Otter arrived 
at Stickeen oh tho ltitsr, called at Tooyass 
to laud a mail, and arrived at Fort Simpson 
on the 22nd. While there a canoe arrived 
from the coal mine, Quean Charlotte Island, 
for «uppl'f «, the Indiuoa leporled one man hav- 

Simpson on the 26. li ; Bella Bella on the 
28th ; Bella Copla on the 3Uib ; ar.d Fort 
Rupert on the 3rd Oct. Ia Shadwoll pas- 
sag8 spoke one of the Besver's boats survey- 
ing ; the Beaver was lying at For; Rupert. 
Tbe Otter called at Saaq iash to take in coal. 
Tho Hchooner Margarita passed up on the 
13 Sept. After leaving Tongnss the Otter 
experienced thick foga — with the exception of 
two days, all the way down. Tbere is no 
sickness amongst tbo Indians on tho coast. 
Did uot soe tho Dol Norio, must have passed 
her in the fog. 

Passengers — Mr Choquelte aud two men 
from Stickeen, Mr Duncan from Motlakal'ila, 
Dr Brand (torn the Beaver, Mr C VV Wallace, 
Major Downie, five others from SuquaBb and 
tix from Comox and Nariaitno. 

Tun Auiucui.TuiiAL Snow. — The arrange 
meats for the Agricultural nnd Horticultural 
Show, thus far, are satisfactorily completed, 
and ifiye prom se ol a very kuccqi-sIuI result. 
It dow rests with the farmers, market gnr- 
deners and tho public to put that success 
beyond a doubti We trust to see a laruo at- 
tendance o( our citizens, nnd it m.iy be wull 
to notify the ladies that seats have been re- 
Eerved expressly for them.

Editor Colonist,— The Editor of Ibo 
Morning New 1 in his iBeue of last Sunday, 
does me the distinguished honor of noticing 
my letters, but, of course, with tbo object 
of opposing the deductions therein contained. 
He says that Reciprocity, although at first 
opposed, is now warmly supported by 
Canadian farmers, and further slates that 
history proves the system advantageous. 
He therefore infers that the' same Reciprocity 
Treaty would be equally beneficial, and after 
a while equally acceptable to the farmers of 
Biitish Columbia. The Editor ignores the 
fact of the condition of Canada and the con- 
dition of Biitish Columbia being essentially 
different, the former being a long established 
country having a surplus of oereals ; the 
latter q new country where farming, sur- 
rounded by difficulties, is but commencing, 
and where it requires considerable induce- 
ments to get people upon the laud. Until 
the farmers got themselves well settled and 
their farms cleared aud tilled, they will not 
be in a condition to compete with the Ameri- 
cans, and therefore Dot ready for a Becipro- 
city Treaty. 1 can understand a treaty that 
would admit our coal and lumbor into the 
United Slates duty free, npon the condition 
that British Columbia did the same with the 
wines of California, being reciprocally beoe° 
ncial ; but I cannot conceive that taking 
away tbo home market from the farmers of 
the couutry 10 be the way of fostering settle- 
ment and making farmers contented and 
piopcerous — the contrary indeed would bo 
the caso. I have already stated that under 
the Cunadian tariQ, hay, wheat, birley, oats, 
and somo other agricultural productions may 
be imported from a foreign couutry free ol 
duty , Reciprocity means the same thing aud 
more, so it British Columbia was fotced into 
tbo Confederation tho lurmers would be 
brought into disesfc <-3?wsjwrt4»s> ».:s?ivr.»Vi* 
Americans, aud history in this case may also 
bo appealed to, to provo the result 10 be 
exactly tho contrary of that claimed by the 
Editor, for Canada. What inferenco tbon is 
to be drawn ? Why, that a tariff and treaty 
suitublo and advantageous 10 Canada would 
prove not only unsuitable, but positively in- 
jurious to British Columbia, nnd that a sys« 
tern adapted to tho uses, wants and relations 
ol tho Ailantic seaboard, iB totally nbapplsc 
..**»',•• ! o <b a conditions and reqfiireTO&'.'.s of 
the Paoifio coa9t and its relations v*ith its 
Amorican neighbors, the forwardness, pro- 
gress and riches. This question of the tariQ 
and treaty ol Canada is of great importance 
it affects not only tbo farmer bat also the 
motcbant and shipowner, and indued every 
one ; the merchant would bave to seek nfw 
business relations, and steamboat owners 
would also bo brought into competition with 
those of the United States, Now the tariff 
and treaty being of so much importance, it 
having boon shown that those of Canada 
would be detrimental co the intorcsts of the 
Colony, surely we ought to retain the power 
of regulating our own crmmercial system ; 
and we ought to oppose Confederation witb 
energy and perseverancu becuuse Confedem 
tion would take tbo power ontirely out ol oar 
hands — the Dominion Government having 
by law tha sole and exclusive power of re 
gulating the tanft and commercial system ot 
the Dominion. This kind ol tarifj, if a tariff 
most be bad, is of the utmost importance 10 
the people ; upon it depends in a great mea- 
sure lbs welfare of the Colony Yet il tin 
tariff prove aver so injurious alter Conledera» 
tion, the peoplo would have no moans of 
changing il ; whatever the tariff made, it 
would be for tho benefit ol the greater num 
ber, and that number occupies the Atlantic 
poriion of the Colony. To suppose that 
the two or three members sent from here 
would bavo any influence in this matter is 
absurd ; yet this is whut is termei respon 
sible Government ! Why, as fa*- as this Col- 
ony iB concerned, it would have about as 
mack .Srifiaau-ss^vor tha Canadian Ministry 
as it has over the British Parliament ; people 
might see ruin staling tbetn in the face and 
yet be p^werleBa to avert it. Il looks then 
like insanity to throw away tho real power 
we now p< esoss to accept in its place what — 
absolutely nothing ! — we render ourselves then 
poweless by Confederation. Surely we 
know whal is wanted better than a Canadian 
Parliament, and surely we ean legislaie 
quite as well as Canadians to meet thnne 
wants. This Colony can snpport itself ; all 
.uKe.', w«nld he b.f>d. hv Conle deration would 
be a chuuge of Government, and perhaps 
ruin ; the former can bo had with a little 
exertion without Confederation, the latter is 
not by any means desirable. 

PS — Alter the above had beon written, 1 
naw, Mr Editor, your able remarks in last 
Tuesday's isBue ; able as they are, I cannot 
ugroe witb their tenor, I am still ugainst 
present C01 Induration, and am adverse to 
any steps being taken at present to involve 
ua in its masses. Why, Mr Editor, to begin 
to (Toposo terms would be tantamount to 
coulesaing that we desired Confederation. I 
am certain 'hat the gtncrul leeliug is that it 
is better to remain as separate, at all events 
for the present, and to watoh events. I feel 
perlectly certain that Her Majesty's Govern* 
ment will never join this Colony lo tho Donr 
inion without this Colony's consent is first 
obtained und desired ; but 1 am eqoully cer- 
tain that it is desirable lor us to circumvent 
the machinations ol those who ute raving (or 
immediate udrnission, they muy do much 
miHchiof. Let the people wait, they will 
noon learn that this Culony will be much 
better r.fl without than w ih Coulederatior —

3— It is reported that a 
mihlury and commercial treaty has beet) 
concluded between Frauce and Belgium. 

Disraeli has issuod an address to his 
coustituents of Buckinghamshire upou 
tho course pursued by tbo ministers on 
tbo questions of reform national finance 
relations botweon England and foreign 
uutioiis, a- d tho triumphant termination 
of tho Abyssinian war. Ho comments 
at length on the reform, progress and 
gives its history and recounts bis object 
ions thereto. He holds that ths Ministry 
had tho right to expect that the Wbigs 
would wait and learn tho temper of tbo 
now Parliament ou that question before 
pressing its consideration, but thoy saw 
fit to bring beforo tho House of Commons 
at the last moment a proposition severing 
the Church and State. Tho dismember- 
ment of the Irish Church was meant and 
includes in that movement ; it involved 
also the stirring up of additional rancor 
and bitterness in England. It would 
unsettle properly, make confiscation con- 
tagious and worso than all, it would give 
England over to the Papicy and practi- 
cally tho rule of foreign powers.

A large civic and mili- 
tary procession escorted tho Generals 
throughout the city The houses and 
sidewalks and puhlic squares along the 
route of the procession were crowded 
with citizens, who received Serrano and 
bis Generals with enthusiasm; the procos- 
sion followed by parades, review of na- 
tional guards; was a great and patriotic dis- 
play, and was made the occasion o f striking 
manifestations of popular will. Tho troops
